But these unlettered song of tho moun- 


tains who are the manufacturers of illicit 
whisky arc not of the "worst typo of 
criminals. They believo that they havo 
R right to do as they choose with their 
oivii, and hence distill their corn instead 
of hauling it over almost impassable 
roads fifty or 100 miles awtiy to market. 
The moonshiner calls in his neighbors, 
and \vit.li their aid and that of his wife 
=in<l sons and 
daughters there is 50011 


D i i i l t .1 rude structure now so common in 
Lhi« mountain section, and popularly 
Ml'ml a "biockado still house." The 
mult is pounded into a powder by means 
of mortar and pestle, which is 
by the water in the brook always hard 
by every still. A beam like an old- 
fashioned well sweep is arranged on tho 
bank of the stream and poised on a ftil- 
irur'i On the end of the beam furthest 
-.i-oiii the brook is the mortar, largo 
enough to hold several bushels of malt, 
and into this friilr! the huge pestle, a 
:hroo or four feet section, of a tree's 
trunk, somo eight inches in diameter. 
On the other end at the beam is a bucket, 
sufliciently large to hold water enough 
Lo be heavier than the pestle, and this, 
being in position to catch the diminutive 
waterfall, gently presses downward when 
full, and, bearing the pestle aloft, sinks 
until it rests upon an incline plane, 
where the water pours out, and the pes- 
tle falls, only to be pulled up again as 
UIG bucket takes in water anew. This Is 
a sort of pestle that will beat and pound 
away whether the moonshiner be with it 
Or, in fear of the coming of the officers 
of the law, has hied himself away among 
the higher hills. 


When a suilicientmimber of gallons of 


whisky have been made to justify a trip 
to market tho mucular moonshiner and 
his force carry tho precious fluid by the 
jugful to his humble homo far down the 
mountain side, where the road begins. 
Onto the canvas-covered wagon the kegs 
ire rolled, and down tho mountain go 
the oxen or the mules, carrying into tho 
pale of 
civilization 
tho highlander'6 


tribute to commerce. Away across tho 
Blue mountains, the boundary lino be- 
tween the Carolir.as, this 
freight is 


borne ur.til driver and team aro amid 
the cotton fields of the Palmetto state, 
where the thirsty planter hails with 
gladness tlio moonshine wagon, while 
the gay and festive villager, oppressed 
by local option views, extends tho heart- 
iest welcome to the contents of the kegs, 
and considers the dispenser of the dew 
a veritable alchemist, whose magical 
distillation flings over the commonplace 
of life the glamour of gilt edge. 


The moonshiner thus distills and dis- 


tributes until some revenue official over- 
takes him in his traffic. Then a trial at 
court, and, if lie is convicted, a term at 
Albany, hut if he is acquitted, as for lack 
sT sufh'cier.t evidence he is likely to be, 
cne moonshiner returns to his remote 
habitation, and, far up among the pro-
